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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
Examiner indicated that the claims would be in allowable condition if limited to the use of the specific adjuvant 
formulation shown to have unexpected results, it was indicated that claims 1,18, 48, 64, and 67 would be amended to 
require that the adjuvant was a squalene oil-in-water emulsion. Claims 55, 60, 65, and 66 would be cancelled. 
Also, the title would be amended to read "Stabilized HBc chimer particles as immunogens for chronic hepatitis." It was 
agreed that the changes would be made by Examiner's Amendment.
